There is n ow n o 
place in this coun ty to con fin e in san e 
person s except in the cells of our 
presen t jail, where they must be 
thrown in close con tact with crimin als, 
an d to a certain exten t the prison ers 
In the jail must be depen ded upon to 
wait upon an d care for in san e person s 
con fin ed in the jail. If a proper place 
for the con fin emen t of in san e person s 
was built in the jail they could then 
have whatever atten tion they may re­ 
quire, either from those In terested in 
them by familly ties or those who may 
be employed to n urse an d care for 
them, or by the officers of the coun ty. 
Seven th—The prison for males an d 
females should he separated by a 
solid wall. It would he difficult to 
accomplish this with our presen t jail. 
Sin ce we are to recommen d the build­ 
in g of a n ew ja il, we leave that to be 
cared for in the plan s for that buildin g 
if our 
recommen dation 
should be 
adopted. 
Eighth—Our presen t Jail is old, un ­ 
safe an d an in secure place for the con ­ 
fin emen t of prison ers, man y of whom 
are reckless, an d some of whom ate 
dan gerously desperate men . This state 
of affairs has recen tly been called to 
the atten tion of the people of tha 
coun ty by the escape of three prison ­ 
ers con fin ed .there aw^tln g trial in 
heavy felon y cases. The jail is In ­ 
adequate, does n ot meet the n eeds of 
Pettis coun ty In that respect. Is lo­ 
cated In the busin ess heart of the city, 
an d is upon property adjoin in g on e of 
the largest hotels in the city. The 
prison ers are at times bbfsterous to 
such a degree that the guests at the 
hotel an d those eipployed in n eighl>or- 
in g buildin gs are disturbed. It is so 
n ear to these buildin gs that in the 
even t con tagious disease breaks out in 
the jail, as frequen tly occurs, it is al­ 
most impossible to quaran tin e again st 
! the spread of the disease. The street 
upon which the jail is located is rapid­ 
ly buildin g up an d the buildin gs are 
bein g occupied by busin ess men an d 
busin ess in terests. The property iq 
far more valuable n ow than it has ever 
been before, an d is probably as valu­ 
able n ow as it will be at an y time in 
the n ear future. It could beyon d 
doubt lae sold at this time for en ough 
to buv suitable groun d for the erec- 


I tion of a n ew jail an d to ^ far to- 
I wards payin g the cost of the erection 
of a n ew ja il in some part of the city 
more remote from the busin ess houses 
an d in a better location for a jail. The 
postoffice an d both of our theaters are 
located in close proximity to the Jail, 
so that thoes goin g to an d from these 
places must n ecessarily hear the up­ 
roar that often comes from the Jail, 
an d must be exposed to such con tag­ 
ious diseases as experien ce has ta u^ t 
us will break out in such a buildin g. 
We respectfully re^^mmen d that a 


n ew jail be built to meet the n eeds ol 
a coun ty growin g as Pettis coun ty is 
growin g, to be in keepin g with her 
other improvemen ts an d in such loca­ 
tion as would meet the objection s we 
have made to the location of the pres­ 
en t jai!. 
Co urt Ho use. 
The steps at all four of the mitslde 
doors of the court house should be re­ 
paired. They could he repaired n ow 
at a slight outlay as compared to that 
which would be required to place them 
in a proper con dition after an other 
win ter has fin ished wreckin g them 
with its freezin g an d thawin g. Some 
parts of the court house should he re­ 
pain ted an d redecorated. An in spec­ 
tion of the buildin g by those In to 
whose charge the laws have committed 
it would show the n eeds in this re­ 
spect. We recommen d that the n eces­ 
sary pain tin g 
an d redecoratin g he 
don e at the earliest possible date. 
City Jail; 
We visited the city jail. We foun d 
it in a most deplorable con dition from 
every stan dpoin t. The con dition s are 
so un san fitaiT thaS; it is almost hazartk 
ous to life to place an y on e in the jail 
for an y great len gth of lime. We are 
in formed that the un san itary con di­ 
tion is due to a stoppage in the sew- 
If this is true, the sewers should 
ers. 
be open ed up. From whatever cause 
the un san itary 
con dition 
exists, 'It 
should be corrected.

Co unty Ho me. 
W'e visited the coun ty home an d are 
proud of the fact that we can speak 
of it in ^the h ipest terms of praise. 
It is cared for In a busin ess like man ­ 
n er. is well kept in every respect, an d 
the un fortun ate poor of this coun ty 
have a home where they are made 
comfortable apd are supplied with all 
the wan ts of life. The win dmill upon 
the farm has beek blown dowq by 
storms. We should recommen d that 
it be replaced, otherwise our recom­ 
men dation would be that the pr^en t 
methods of carin g for the place be 
con tin ued. 
We recommen d that a copy of this 
report be delivered to the coun ty co urt 
of Pettis coun ty an d the coun cil of the 
city of Sedalia.

Democratic Estimates of Wednesday 
Were Fossihly Somewhat 
Ov er the Markg 


St. Louis, Nov . 8.—'The democratic 
majority on the state ticket in Mis­ 
souri, according to the unofficial re­ 
turns receiv ed, will not exceed 8,000 
or. 10,000, and may fall as low as 5,000. 
It was believ ed yesterday afternoon 
the majority would be 18,000. The re­ 
turns giv ing the majorities in each 
county are based on the v ote for A. M. 
Woodson and John Kennish, the can­ 
didates for supreme judge, long term. 
One hundred qpuuties giv e Woodson 
a majority of 11,843 ov er Kennish. Of 
the remaining fourteen counties not 
heard 
from, eight are republican 
strongholds, and the republican ma­ 
jorities in the fourteen counties, it is 
expected, will aggregate from 2,000 to 
3.000. 
Woodson, according to the returns, 
ran behind the ticket, while Kennish 
ran slightly ahead. 
In fiv e precincts where the detailed 
v ote was giv en, Grav es, the democratic 
candidate for supreme judge, short 
term, rau with the ticket. Rube Og­ 
lesby, candidate for warehouse com­ 
missioner, led the ticket, in many pre­ 
cincts by a large majority. 
W. N. Ev ans, chairman of the demo­ 
cratic state committee, still claims the 
election of the state ticket by a ma­ 
jority of 10,000 to 15,000. 
“The official count,” he said, “will 
show that the Woodson v ote on which 
the unofficial majorities has been bas­ 
ed, ran behind the ticket.

W., with headquarters in Kansas 
Caty, has the following in the Novem­ 
ber number of the Overseer, the offi­ 
cial organ of the order: 
“I estimate that 90 per cent, of the 
membership will respond to the Octo­ 
ber calls. I draw my conclusion from 
the reports made by my associate offi­ 
cers and fieid workers, from personal 
contact with a very large number of 
membere. and from the character of 
my very heavy correspondence. In 
this way, I have been in touch witn 
perhaps 75 per cent, of the member­ 
ship. The sttuaUon may be fairly sum- 
med up as follows! 
“Sixty per cent, say, without qaalifi- 
cattou, that tiiey will pay ; twenty per 


cent, say they will pay but ask for as­ 
surance that others will do likewise; 
fifteen per cent, ask for information, 
without indicating whether they will 
pay or not ; five per cent, declare either 
ihat they cannot or will not pay. 
“Up t^ d ate, six lodges have sent in 
protests, while over fifty have sent in 
resolutions of approval. Of course, it 
will take the official returns of the 
lodges, due November 10th, to deter- 
mine the actual result; but I do not 
believe that my estimate will be found 
to be very far out of the way. 
“One thing may be taken as moral!> 
certain. 
Those who pay the October 
calls, will pay all the otheis. Such 
suspensions as we will suffer will re­ 
sult almost entirely In October; 7o per 
cent, of the suspensions will undoubt­ 
edly be in thé hi^ier ages. The young 
er members are paying, with little or 
no complaint. 
“1 believe that the level rate depart­ 
ment will be trebled by transfers dur­ 
ing the month. Class initiations have 
been hm at Mine La Motte and at 
Frederlckto wn and at Auro ra, with a 
fair sprinkle at other points. Prob­ 
ably 150 new’ applicants have been ad­ 
mitted during October.

The answer decides 
the employment of ev ery new man 
and the promotion of ev ery old one 
and it applies with equal force to ail 
grades of serv ice, from the laborer to 
the general manager. 
A Chicago employer who 
engages 
each year a large number of young 
college men inv ariably giyes prefer­ 
ence to those who hav e earned the 
money for their education. 
He does 
this, because he has learned that a 
man who has made his way through 
college unaided, possesses 
the 
ca­ 
pacity for hard w'ork which is so ne­ 
cessary in business. 
His preference 
in this respect was originally based 
upon the case of a young man who en­ 
tered his employ sev eral years ago 
and is now one of his most trusted 
lieutenants. 
This man went from the farm to a 
New York univ ersity with less than 
ten dollars in his pocket and no idea 
where to find more. 
He was slow to 
learn and decidedly unattractiv e 
in 
appearance, but he knew how to work. 
Before the end of the first dfcnth he 
was on a self-supporting basis. At the 
close of his freshman year he was ac­ 
tually making money.

Recommendations in Regard to the 
County and City Jails— County 
Home Commended.

The 
defendants arc charged mith stealing, 
on May 29 , 1906 , six hogs of the value 
of $73.95 from S. J. Myers, a neighbor 
of the Payne family.

16, 1906. 
State vs! Rufus Allen, felonious as­

The report of the grand jury was as 
follows: 
County Jail. 
We have thoroughly inspected and 
examined the county jail. 
We w’ould 
recommend for that building: 
yirst— That steel locking bars be 
placed upon the door from the bath- 
room into the corridors. 
It is through 
this tioor that prisoners who reecntly 
escaped from the jail made their es­ 
cape from the cells, known as the ‘‘big 
fcilr,'’ the main cells of the jail, into 
the corridors. 
Second— The windows of the jail are 
not properly protected to prevent de- 
sigiring persons from passing instru­ 
ments into the jail to aid in Jail deliv- 
<iries. 
W e would recommend that the 
upper part of all of the windows in 
prison part of the jail building be 
supplied with a screen similar to that 
already in the low^er part of such win­ 
dows. 
W e 
would 
recommend that 
iimilar screening the full length of the 
windows be placed in each window' 
dush with the outside of the building 
for the purpose of preventing the pass­ 
ing of flies and other small instru- 
menis through the windows. 
fh ird— There is a scuttle hole from 
the ceiling through to the roof through 
which prisoners might escape. 
This 
should be secured with iron or steel 


bars. 
fViurth— W e would further recom­ 
mend that the plastering both in the 
prison and in the residence part of the 
Jail be repaired; that the walls of the 
prison department be kalsomlned, and 
that the steel and iron and wood work 
be repaired. 
F ifth — The old kitchen of the jail, 


hotel and those employed in neighbo’’- 
ing buildings are disturbed. 
It is so ^ 
near to these buildings that in tli^ , 
event contagious disease breaks out in | 
the jail, as frequently occurs, it is at- j 
most impossible to quarantine against^ 
the spread of the disease. 
The siie^ 
upon which the jail is located is rm i 1- ! 
ly bdilding up and the buildings Ui ' , 
being occupied by business men and ^ 
business interests. 
The property 
i» j 
far more valuable now than it has ever j 
been before, and is probably as valu­ 
able now as it'Will be at any time in 
the 
near 
future. 
It 
could 
beyond ■ 
doubt be sold at this time for enoiigu 
to buy suitable ground for the erec­ 
tion of a new* jail and to go far to­ 
wards paying the cost of the erection j 
of a new' jail in some part of the city 
more remote from the business houses 
and in a better location for a jail. The 
postoffice and both of our theaters are 
located in close proximity to the jail, 
so that tlioes going to and from these 
places must necessarily hear the up­ 
roar that often comes from the Jail, 
and must be exi>osed to such contag­ 
ious diseases as experience has taught 
us will break out in such a building. 
We respectfully recommend that a 
new jail be built to meet the needs of 
a county growing as Pettis county is 
growing, to be in keeping with her 
other improvements and in such loca­ 
tion as would meet the objections w’e 
have made to the location of tlie pres­ 
ent jail.

I f a proper place 
for the confinement of insane person.s 
was b.iilt in the jail they could then 
have whatever attention they may re­ 
quire, either from those interested in 
them by famiily ties or those who may 
be employed to nurse and care for 
them, or by the officers of the county.

informed that the unsanitary condi­ 
tion is due to a stoppage in the sew­ 
ers. 
If tliis is true, the sewers should 
be opened up. 
From whatever caus« 
the unsanitary 
condition 
exists, it 
should be corrected. 
County Home. 
We visited the county home and are 
proud of the fact that we can speak 
of it in the highest terms of praise. 
It is cared for In a business like man­ 
ner. is well kept in every respect, and 
the unfortunate poor of this county 
have a home where they are made 
comfortable and are supplied with all 
the wants of life. 
The windmill upon 
the farm has been blown down by 
storms. 
We should recommend that 
it be replaced, otherwise our recom­ 
mendation would be that the present 
methods of caring for the place be 


continued.

Smith escap­ 
ed to his home, barricaded the doors 
and windows, and defied capture until 
a mob threatened to burn the house. 
After surrendering he w*as locked in 
the village jail, where late that night a 
mob dynamited the structure, fired 
several volleys into his cell and left 
him for dead. 
WTille thp mob was 
storming the jail a large crowd of 
negroes came on the scene and began 
firing into the ranks of the besiegers. 
Over 500 shots were exchanged, and 
D. M. Clarke, a white man, was fatally 
injured. 
Several negroes are suppos­ 
ed to have been shot, but m far the 
total number of casualties has noi 
been learned. 
Monday morning Smith 
was found alive in the jail, but his 
arms had to be amputated.
